Observer Says: 

Soviet Unable 
To Wage War 
At This Time 


WASHINGTON, March 20— 
(AP)—Soviet Russia's ability to 
wage a successful major war now 
was questioned today by a United 
States military observer who said 
food shortages are major obstacles 
to further Red Army campaigns. 

Col. Conrad H. Lanza, retired, 
long-time commentator for the 
semi-official Field Artillery Jour- 
nal, reported in a survey of cur- 
rent conditions in Europe and 
the middle east that the Soviet 
Uhion “Faces a critical short- 
age” in labor and military sup- 
plies as well as food. 

“IN THE LATE WAR, her im- 
pressive offensive efforts were 
made possible by tremendous 
quantities of material and sup- 
plies furnished by the United 
States and the British Empire,” 
Col. Lanza wrote in the Journal. 
“This flow ceased upon termina- 
tion of the war, and Russia is 
now on her own, 

“She cannot even produce 
enough food and supplies for im- 
mediate needs, let alone those 
that would be required for war.” 

He suggested that Russia's cur- 
rent food situation largely ex- 
plains the presence of large Red 
Army concentrations in occupied 
middle Europe, where they have 
been living off the country to a 
great extent,

New Crops Can't Help 


One cruel but very pertinent fact about 
the near-famine in Europe is that no speed- 
ing-up of farm production in Canada can do 
anything to relieve it. Nor any speeding-up 
in other great exporting areas. 

The crisis in Europe will be over by mid- 
summer. Crops will not be ripe by that time 
in Canada, nor anywhere in the northern 
hemisphere. And in the southern hemisphere 
crops are already being harvested or have 
been harvested—and have been uniformly 
poor. 

Neither Australia nor Argentina can pour 
any great stream of new wheat into hungry 
Europe in time to forestall the crisis. They 
haven't the grain to ship. As for India, itself 
a fairly large exporter in some years, famine 
threatens there also and the northern pro- 
ducing countries are being asked for supplies 
they can only spare in driblets. 

So far as Canada is concerned, the stage 
for starvation in Europe, and India also, 
was set last summer. A long dry _ spring, 
scant rain in the growing period, and broken 
weather in the fall months, cut the yield to 
only half the exportable surplus it was rea- 
sonable to anticipate. The millions of bushels 
of wheat which the farmers expected but | 
did not reap would now go far to help tide | 
the hungry multitudes over until mid-sum- 
mer brings crops of vegetables from their 
own fields and gardens.

He 
did not exaggerate and the Red 
Army and the Russian-occupied 
zone of Germany and the motives 
of the Soviet Union remain to this 
day enigmas to the western world. 

A hundred miles out of Berlin, as 
our car raced along the amazing 
autobahn—the greatest piece of 
road engineering in the world—it is 
stopped at Helmstedt. There is a 
barrier across the road. At it stands 
a Russian sentry, tommy-gun slung 
over his shoulder. It is not difficult 
now to enter. Cars passed out by 
the British, 100 yards down the 
road, are automatically passed. But 
the change from western ways be- 
comes quickly obvious to visitors. 

Every few miles there is a sentry- 
box. As your car approaches a 
Red soldier emerges. He salutes 
smartly. You return the salute 
and go on without slackening 
speed. Beside the sentry box is a 
big sign in Russian script. We could 
not read it, but wiser persons re- 
late that each sign-board contains 
a brief pep-talk from Stalin, In 
Berlin similar though smaller signs 
abound, written in German and 
containing extracts from Stalin 
setting forth his unvarnished views 
on the Nazi regime and the need 
for democracy,

IT IS SAD BUT TRUE that sol- 
diers’ stories usually need much 
checking and confirmation. It is 


sad but true also that no army of 


occupation anywhere has ever been 
guiltless of offence. This goes for 
Canadians too. Hence it must be 
asked, is the Russians’ general 
standard of conduct better or worse 
than others? Can the stories be 
believed? To the best of our abil- 
ity we checked, and modifications 
appeared. 

It seems true that the young 
Russian soldier, entering a world 
where consumer goods of all kinds 
—even in bombed Berlin—were 
more plentiful than anything he had 
known, was sometimes swept off 
his feet. Because of language dif- 
ficulties and strangeness, because 
perhaps of a standard of conduct 
more Asiatic than western he was 
swept off his feet faster and 
further.

to Launch Appeal Not Requested by the Supposedly 
“Injured” Party, Greece

The second appeal to come be- 
fore the Security Council concerned 
the presence of British troops in 
Greece, 

On January 21, two days after 
the appeal of Iran, A, Y. Vishinsky, 
vice-commissar of Foreign Affairs, 
addressed a letter to the Security 
Council stating that a situation 
likely to endanger peace existed in 
Greece and that the Security Coun- 
cil should take such steps as might 
be necessary to end it. This, he 
said, would mean the immediate 
withdrawal of British troops. In 
this appeal, Russia, like Iran, ap- 
pealed to the Security Council un- 
der article 35, which calls only for 
investigation. 

Russia argued that the problem 
presented by the presence of Brit-

ish troops in Greece had been dis- 
cussed at Yalta, Potsdam, London 
(Big Five) and Moscow (Big 
Three). Russia had always believed 
there was danger of a rightist terror 
directed against democratic ele- 
ments in Greece and of these ele- 
ments provoking an international 
incident with Bulgaria or Albania 
or both. Maintenance of order in 
Greece was a domestic matter 
which required no foreign interven- 
tion and, therefore, the British 
should get out. 

While welcoming an investigation, 
the United Kingdom disagreed with 
Russia. At Yalta the need of ex- 
ternal aid to Greece had been 
recognized and Marshal Stalin, 
himself, had welcomed the decision 
of the United Kingdom to inter- 


vene. Russia's criticism had begun 
at Potsdam. Here, after a full 
discussion, M. Molotov had dropped 
the matter. In September at Lon- 
don, Russia had assured the United 
Kingdom that no more would be 
said on the subject. However, the 
point has cropped up again at 
Moscow, only to be dropped by 
Russia. 

The United Kingdom has gone 
into Greece because that country 
had been torn to pieces in the 
war and required help in unify- 
ing political and economical ele- 
ments and in rebuilding roads and 
other essential services. The idea 
that this stricken country could be 
a menace to its neighbors or that 
British troops might cause inter- 
national friction was imaginary, The
